Christ wan often uout to rise types 
and figures to illustrate In-* character 
and H is work. 
The. was particularly 
the case when men misunderstood or 
failed to understand Him and His m is­ 
sion. 
To Thomas, who had failed to 
grasp Christ’s mission, He illustrated 
it by saying, “ I ain the way. ” To those 
who falsely thought that the blessings 
He w a s t<i bring men temixiral and 
carnal He here describes H im self as the 
true Bread, the living Bread from heav­ 
en. 
He was not to feed the Ixsly by 
m ultiplying loaves and fishes, but was 
to satisfy the longings of the soul by 
Himself. 
W hat He means by H im self 
as the Bread of life is si in pl jr that as 
bread food is necessary to^he physical 
life and is able to satisfy and sustain 
the physical life, so He is necessary to 
the life of the soul, able to satisfy its 
cravings and able to sustain it forever. 
N ote— 
1. The philosophy of bread in its re­ 
lation to life. 
That bread sustains life 
is indisputable. The man who ceases to 
eat soon ceases to live. 
But how bread 
sustains the life cannot be explained. 
W e may follow the food in its changes 
in the human system, but just when or 
just how the foe si we eat becomes our 
life no scientist can explain. 
W e know 
the fact, but the philosophy of it is un­ 
known. 
Nor can we tell how’ Christ 
satisfies and sustains the life of the 
soul. 
This fact has led many to refuse 
to accept Christ.

We 
m ust partake of it. w e must actually 
accept Christ and feed upon Him by 
faith. 
2. Bread to sustain life m ust be 
eaten constantly. 
The craving once 
satisfied, soon returns and must be sat 
istied again 
So we must be in constant 
com munion w ith Christ, if he is to huh 
tain our spiritual 
lives. 
A Sabbath 
communion with Christ, a quarterly 
communion w ith Christ w ill not sn thee

TAGALS FULL OF FIGHT. 


Office™ of rn Sulfur Ship T ell o f Af­ 
fa lr* in th e P hilippine*. 
According to the first and second offi­ 
cers of the Holyrood, a British vessel 
just arrived in New York from tin* 
Philippines with 10.000 m ats of raw 
sugar, says the Tribune, the natives of 
Hollo are glad that the Americans in 
stead of the Spaniards are now’ occupy­ 
ing the Philippines. 
Captain Miller of 
the Holyrood has been ashore most of 
the tim e since his vessel arrived on 
Saturday, and the best the reporter 
could do w as to talk with the first and 
second officers, Flem ing and earring 
ton. 
“The Filipinos at Iloilo who loaded 
our sugar got about $1.50 In Mexican 
money for 12 hours’ work," said Flem ­ 
ing. 
“That is equal to about 75 cents 
In gold. 
They are good workers, those 
natives, although very stupid. 
Their 
work as stevedores m akes them ex ­ 
trem ely muscular. They are big fel­ 
low s too. 
They are satisfied with the 
control of Iloilo by the United States, 
because they are getting pretty nearly 
double the w ages they received three 
years ago, and the scale is still going 
up. We left Iloilo for the Sues canal 
about .lune I. On May I we were at 
Manila. 
That w as the anniversary of 
Admiral D ew ey’s naval victory and the 
sailors had a great day of it. Many of 
the prominent officers of the army and 
navy were present. AU the boots in the 
harbor were covered with flags aud ev­ 
ery one had a day off.” 
“W here do the Tagals get their am ­ 
munition V” tile reporter asked Car­ 
rington, the second officer. 
“That’s what Otis and D ewey w’ant 
to know’,” said Carrington. “They seem 
to have money and friends among the 
big powers. 
One of these days it will 
all come out that some rich gang of 
filibusters is supplying Aguinaldo with 
amm unition, and when that comes, 
look out for breakers. 
They’re even 
getting quick firing guns from some 
where.” 
“W hat about peace between the na­ 
tives and the Americans?” 
“There won’t fie any right aw ay,” 
said Carrington. “The natives are sav­ 
ages. 
I wouldn’t like to trust them 
any farther than I could see them 
The better classes like the idea o f be 
longing to the United States, bn* the 
more stupid know just enough to tight. 
I suppose this country will lick them 
out after awhile, but it will be a long 
! time, there are so many of them .”

John vt, 20 Pi. 
Christ was often wont to tis* types 
and figures to illustrate Ins character 
and Iii" work. 
Tho was particularly 
tin* cast* when men misunderstood or 
failed to understand Him and His mis­ 
sion. 
To Thomas, who had failed to 
grasp I brist 'n mission, He illustrated 
it by saving, "I am the way. ” Tot host* 
who falsely thought that tile blessings 
lie was to bring men temporal and 
carnal He here describes Himself as the 
trim Bread, the living Bread from heav­ 
en. 
He was not to feed the Isxly by 
multiplying loaves and fishes, but was 
to satisfy tile longings of the soul by 
Himself 
What He means by Himself 
as the Bread of life is simply that as 
bread food is nt*cpfi8ary to^he physical 
life anti is able to satisfy and sustain 
the physical life, so He is necessary to 
the life of the soul, able to satisfy its 
c r a v in g s and able to sustain it forever. 
Note— 
1. The philosophy of bread in its re­ 
lation to life. 
That bread sustains life 
is indisputable. The man who ceases to 
eat soon ceases to live. 
But how bread 
sustains the life cannot lie explained. 
We may follow the food in its changes 
in the human system, but just when or 
just bow tin* food we eat beconms our 
life no scientist can explain. 
We know 
the fact, but the philosophy of it is un­ 
known.

Christ must be actually partaken of be­ 
fore he can sustain the spiritual life 
within us.

must partake of it, we must actually 
accept Christ and feed upon Him by 
faith. 2. Bread to sustain life must be 
eaten constantly.

S o we must be inconstant 
communion with Christ, if he is to sos 
taiu our spiritual lives.

According to tho first ami second offi­ 
cers o f the Holyrood, a British v e s s e l 
Just nr rived in New York from the 
Philippines with 10.000 malts of raw 
sugar, s a y s the Tribune, the natives of 


Ilo ilo are glad that the Americans In 
stead of tho Spaniards are now occupy­ 
ing the Philippines. Captain Miller of 
the Holyrood has l>een ashore most of 
the time since his vessel arrived on 
Saturday, and the best the reporter 
could do was to talk with the first and 
second officers, Fleming and earring 
ton. 
“The Filipinos at Hollo who loaded 
our sugar got about $1.50 in Mexican 
money for 12 hours’ work,” said Flem­ 
ing. 
“That is equal to about 75 cents 
in gold. They are good workers, those 
natives, although very stupid. 
Their 
work as stevedores makes them ex ­ 
tremely muscular. They are big fel­ 
lows too. 
They are satisfied with the 
control of Hollo by the United States, 
because they are getting pretty nearly 
double the wages they received three 
years ago, aud the scale is still going 
up. We left Iloilo for the Sue* canal 
about June I. On May I we were at 
Manila. 
That was the anniversary of 
Admiral Dewey’s naval victory and the 
sailors had a great day of it. Many of 
the prominent officers of the army and 
navy were present. All the bonis in the 
harbor were covered with flags aud ev­ 
ery one had a day off.” 
“Where do the Tagals get their am 
munition V” the reporter asked Car­ 
rington, the second officer. 
“That’s what Otis anil Dewey want 
to know,” said Carrington. “They seem 
to have money and friends among the 
big powers. 
One of these days it will 
all come out that some rich gang of 
filibusters is supplying Aguinaldo with 
ammunition, and when that, comes, 
look out for breakers. 
They’re even 
getting quick firing guns from some­ 
where.” 
“What about ponce between the na­ 
tives and the Americans?” 
“There won’t be any right away,” 
said Carrington. “The natives are s a v ­ 
ages. 
I wouldn’t like to trust them 
any farther than I could see them 
The better classes like the idea 
be 
longing to the United States, bn* the 
more stupid know just enough to tight. 
I suppose this country will lick them 
out after awhile, but it will be a long 
time, there are so many of them.”

Cotton rose 
on Wednesday to 7.si cents with much 
excitement, putting the price 21 cents 
Logie r than it was a year ago, aud yet it 
was Atilt nigher in September, ih97. Wool 
ha> risen relatively more, about IO per 
cent in two weeks, aud the average of 
IOO quotations by Coats Bros., is higher 
than it lias been at any other time since 
May, 1898. Pig iron has risen further, 
$25 being quoted for anthracite No. I, 
the highest price since January, 1888. 
But hides are at the highest siuce Janu­ 
ary, 1878, having risen all the year with 
very little reaction. Prices of products 
have not correspondingly advanced. 
The iron industry, winch has led all 
years in the advance, now leads the way 
toward a readjustment of values. While 
contracts tor mg cover the entire prod- 
uts of the most important districts for 
six to nine mouths iii advance, many of 
the consuming works in some lines ap­ 
proach the end of tiieir orders and have 
new competition to meet, so that sheets 
have fallen $1 per ton at nitsburg and 
$9 from the nighest point in September, 
and plates are $0 lower there aud $8 at 
Philadelphia. 
At the same time bars 
are $1 per ton higher, both at Philadel­ 
phia aud Pittsburg, tho demand being 
enormous, aud at Cinoago very heavy 
contracts have been made for car aud 
implement works. 
A bridge combina­ 
tion is thought likely to effect future 
business in structural shapes, which 
continues large for the season. 
Wheat has not been very active nor 
strong. 
Exports are also smaller. The 
decrease in foreign demand may be 
ascribed iii part to heavy previous ex­ 
ports, but perhaps still more to me 
great movement ut corn.

question 
was 
recently 
brought up before a labor union in this 
city, says 
the 
New 
York Tribune. 
which the aforesaid union has found 
exceedingly difficult to answ er satis 
factorily. 
The question was, “ Does an 
employer have the right 
to (iou a 
w orkingm an's garb aud labor along 
with his employees?” 
It appears that a contractor known 
as John Arb. feeling the need of a lit 
tie exercise, decided to show his em ­ 
ployees how to lay brick on a row of 
buildings which In* was erecting on Un- 
east side. 
Mr. Arb was once a brick 
layer himself, and he wa ii ted to dem ­ 
onstrate to his men that 
In1 could 
give points to them In tin* art of brick 
laying. 
The employees took it as a 
good joke, aud they applauded his ac­ 
tion. 
In fact, they were rather proud 
th at they were working for a man who 
didn't think it beneath bim to put on 
overalls aud blouse and labor with 
them the sam e as any other journey 
man. 
E verything w ent well for a time. 
Mr. A rb was not only getting plenty of 
exercise, but bis good exam ple cd* in­ 
dustry had such an effect on his men 
that the walls of tin* building went up 
like magic, 
.lust then, however, the 
walking 
delegate 
appeared 
on 
the 
scene and dem anded to see Mr. A lifs 
union card. 
The latter, who is a G er­ 
man, was much surprised at Hie re­ 
quest, and he told the delegate so. 
“Don’t I employ union men?*' he in­ 
quired of the delegate. “Don’t I pay 
them der union cages? 
You find no 
scabs iud my men, do you? Don’t I der 
exercise get if I der fork vat I va ut to 
do, do It? You van off nib your base, 
don’t it?” 
The delegate Insisted that it did not 
matter whether tile contractor em ploy­ 
ed union men; he did not have a card 
himself, so consequently he could not 
be permitted to work with union men 
even if they w ere Ids own em ployees. 
Finally it was resolved to lay the 
matter before Bricklay* rs’ union, No. 
ll, and a meeting was held at which 
the subject was debated from all aides. 
Nothing could lie found iii tile constitu­ 
tion of tic* union I>earing in any way 
on the subject, aud the m eeting could 
reach no decision os to the proper 
course to pursue. The matter w as still 
unsettled yesterday, and it bids lair to 
prove a lively question of debate among 
the labor unions for week* to come.

Every year ainee the Invasion of cer­ 
tain westci ii states, particularly Kan­ 
sas aud Colorado, by the 11ooky moon 
tain locust, or western grasshopper, in 
the years 1*74 aud INTG the division of 
entomology of the I lilted States de­ 
partment of agriculture has sent an 
agent Into the field lu the western 
states e a c h summer to st tidy grasshop­ 
per conditions for the purpose of eu 
aiding the department to predict, if 
possible, a future invasion aud to w arn 
farmers well in advance. 
J his annual 
trip for the present year has Just been 
co m p le t e d , aud the special agent, Mr. 
w. 1> Hunter, has just reported to 
Dr. Howard, the entom ologist of the 
department. 
This y ea r’s investigations have been 
of special interest ou account of a 
slight outbreak of the locust In North 
Dakota aud on account of an unusual 
abundance of local nonm igratory spe­ 
cies In different western states. 
More­ 
over, a rather large nwurui w as seen 
in flight lu early August, the exact set­ 
tling point of which It Is now difficult 
to approxim ate. 
Earlier In the sum m er a statem ent 
was published In certain western new s­ 
papers to the effect th at It was consid­ 
ered by entomologists th at the T urtle 
mountain region In North D akota and 
M ontana probably was a perm anent 
breeding ground 
of 
the destructive 
migratory 
grasshopper, a 
statem ent 
which occasioned much alarm aud In­ 
dignation on the part of railroads and 
other landowners bi th at part of the 
state. This region, therefore, wras care­ 
fully traversed and scrutinized by Mr. 
Hunter, who reports that the migrato­ 
ry grasshopper does not breed perma­ 
nently iu the Turtle mountains nor rn 
that Immediate vicinity. 
The proba­ 
ble breeding ground, he thinks, is up 
ou the A asta! bolti river, north aud 
east of Regina, a region w hich will be 
Investigated next season.

We made a side trip :o the big trees 
of the Mariposa group, which 
are 
about one hour’s ride from the hotel, 
says a correspondent. It' the smallest 
of these trees could be planted auy 
where in Pennsylvania, tin* railroads 
would run excursion trains to it aud 
make money. The trees lo this grove 
are so large that it takes a good while 
to fully appreciate tin* facts about the 
size of tie biggest of them. 
The 
“Grizzly Giant" is 3-1 feet through at 
the base and over 300 feet high. This 
tree would overtop tin* spires on the 
Pittsburg cathedral by about IOO feet. 
The trunk of this tree is IOO feet 
clear to the first limb, which is ‘JO feet 
in circumference. 
Many oilier trees 
here are nearly as large as this on**. 
aud there ar** -too in the grove. 
Through it several tunnels have been 
(‘tit. and a four horse stage can go 
through these tunnels on Hie run and 
never graze a hub. 
You get an ap 
preach to an adequate idea of their 
size by walking off ii hundred yards or 
so while the stage is standing at tile 
foot of a tree and glancing from top 
to bottom, keeping (lie stage iu mind 
as a means of comparison. The stage 
and horses look like tile little tin outlii 
that Santa ('lause brought you when 
you were a good little boy. 
These t r e e s are no longer to be called 
the largest in tho world, however. A 
species of eucalyptus has been found 
in Australia as large or larger. Emer­ 
son warns us against the use of tile 
superlative, but when you are in this 
region of the globe you can’t get along 
without a liberal use of it. He himself 
says of Yosemite. “ It is tile only spot 
I have ever found that came up to tile 
brag ” And as I stood in the big tree 
grove I remembered that some one 
called Emerson himself “the Sequoia 
of the human race.”—Pittsburg Dis­ 
patch.

ing the Philippines. 
Captain Miller ot 
tin* Holyrood lias l>een ashore most of 
the time since his vessel arrived on 
Saturday, and the best the reporter 
could do w as to talk with the first and 
second officers, Flem ing and earring 
ton. 
“The Filipinos at Iloilo who loaded 
our sugar got about $1.50 in Mexican 
money for 12 hours’ work,’’ said Flem ­ 
ing. 
“That is equal to about 75 cents 
In gold. 
They are good workers, those 
natives, although very stupid. 
Their 
work as stevedores m akes them e x ­ 
trem ely muscular. 
They are big fel­ 
lows too. 
They are satisfied with the 
control of Iloilo by the United States, 
because they are getting pretty nearly 
double the wages they received three 
years ago, and the scale is still going 
up. We left Iloilo for the Suer. canal 
about .June I. On May I we were at 
Manila. 
That w as the anniversary of 
Admiral D ew ey’s naval victory and (lie 
sailors had a great day of it. Many of 
the prominent officers of the army ami 
navy were present. AU the boots in the 
harbor were covered with flags and ev­ 
ery one hail a day off.” 
“W here do the Tagals get their ani 
munitionV” the reporter asked Far 
rington, the second officer. 
“That's what Otis ami Dewey want 
to know ,” said Carrington. “They seem 
to have money and friends among the 
big powers. 
One of these days it will 
all come out that som e rich gang of 
filibuster* is supplying Aguinaldo with 
amm unition, 
and when that comes, 
look out for breakers. 
They’re even 
getting quick firing guns from some 
where.” 
“What about peace between the na­ 
tives and the Am ericans?” 
“There won’t lie any right aw ay.” 
said Carrington. “The natives are sav­ 
ages. 
I wouldn't like to trust them 
uny farther than I could see them 
The better classes like the idea ;*t be 
longing to the United States, low the 
more stupid know just enough to tight.

higncr than it, was a year ago, and yet it 
was still higher in September, 1897. Wool 
hu> iiseii relatively more, about IO per 
ct ut in two Weeks, aud the average of 
IOO quotations by Coats Bros., is higher 
than it has been at any other time sin* t* 
May, 1893. 
Pig iron has risen further, 
$23 b<*ing quoted for anthracite No. I, 
the highest price sin« e January, 1883. 
But hides are ar the highest since Janu­ 
ary, 1873, having risen all the year with 
very little reaction. 
Prices of products 
have not correspondingly advanced. 
The iron industry, winch has led all 
years in the advance, now leads the way 
toward a readjustment of values. While 
contracts tor pig cover the entire prod- 
uts of the most important districts for 
six to nine months in advance, many of 
the consuming works in some Urn s ap­ 
proach the end of their orders and have 
new competition to meet, so that sheets 
have fallen tfl per ton at Dillsburg and 
$9 from the nighest point in September, 
aud plates are #0 lower there and $3 at 
Philadelphia. 
At the same time bars 
are $1 per ton higher, both at Philadel­ 
phia and Pittsburg, tho demand tieing 
enormous, and at Chicago very heavy 
contracts have been made for car aud 
implement works. 
A bungo combina­
